South Bend—With the Rev. Joseph Lesniak, pastor, turning the first spadeful of dirt, 
ground was broken here Sunday for the new $350,000 Holy Family parish school on South 
Mayflower Road and Western Avenue. The school is expected to be completed and ready 


for use in September, 1954. 


The school will be South Bend’s 14th Catholic grade school.

The new building will also house 
the sisters’ convent and as 
sembly hall.
